THE AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS 
ASSOCIATION. 

Second only in importance to the organiza¬ 
tion and co-operation of publishers is the 
organization and co-operation of retailers, on 
the best lines, in the movement which is be¬ 
fore the book-trade in this year of grace 1901. 
The endeavors which have been made in this 
direction for some months past have not been 
very clearly defined, and indeed there has 
been more or less of closeness about them, so 
that a word of explanation as to past devel¬ 
opment and present status may now be 
timely. 

About a year ago, on the 13th of January, 
1900, a New Jersey corporation filed its cer¬ 
tificate of incorporation at Trenton under 
the name of the Consolidated Retail Book¬ 
sellers, with incorporators not known in 
the book-trade and “with a capital stock of 
$1,000,000.” The object was stated to be to pub¬ 
lish and sell books of all descriptions. This or¬ 
ganization presently proved to be promoted 
by Mr. J. W. Nichols, formerly of the educa¬ 
tional department of Harper & Brothers. The 
original plans of the association were under¬ 
stood to be to undertake certain lines of pub¬ 
lishing and jobbing, co-operatively, and a 
number of retailers agreed to take stock in 
the corporation. No definite figures have 
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been given as to how far the retail trade has 
been enlisted in this enterprise, and the joint- 
stock investment plan, involving possibly 
serious liabilities, has been little heard of in 
recent months. 

There became interested in the movement, 
however, several leading men among the re¬ 
tailers, representing some of the houses west 
of New York, which had held their own and 
succeeded, notwithstanding the difficulties of 
the bookselling situation, and whose business 
judgment, therefore, promised good results. 
These included Charles W. Burrows, presi¬ 
dent of Burrows Bros. Company, Cleveland; 
Albert C. Walker, of Scrantom, Wetmore & 
Company, Rochester; W. M. Palmer, of The* 
Lyon, Kymer & Palmer Company, Grand 
Rapids; C. W. Sanders, of the St. Paul Book 
and Stationery Company; and William T.. 
Smith, of William T. Smith & Company, of 
Utica. Mr. Smith has been precluded by ill¬ 
ness from recent participation in the work, 
but the others have been active leaders. 

Several of these gentlemen had made visits 
to New York in the middle of the year and 
had personal conferences with publishers as 
to the evils existing in the trade and the pos¬ 
sibilities of remedy. A number of the lead¬ 
ing New York publishers became specially 
active in the succeeding endeavor to obtain 
co-operation among the publishers, and an 
indirect result was the formation of the Amer¬ 
ican Publishers’ Association, which associa¬ 
tion is about to set on foot a plan of trade 
reform which it is to be hoped will succeed 
in the permament betterment of conditions. 

Under the auspices of these representative 
retailers the “American Booksellers’ Asso¬ 
ciation” is now being organized, with Mr. J. 
W. Nichols as corresponding secretary, “to 
co-operate with the American Publishers’ 
Association,” and it is stated that upwards 
of 600 retailers have sent in their applica¬ 
tions for membership on a basis of member¬ 
ship fees at $2 a year. If the gentlemen of 
the committee give their careful and con¬ 
tinuous attention to the development of this 
organization, it ought to be of great value 
in working out from the retailers’ side the 
problems before the trade. Probably the 
successful plan of dealing with the discount 
question will come from direct relation be¬ 
tween the publishers selling and the retailers 
buying from them to sell again. But it is* 
nevertheless, highly desirable that an asso¬ 
ciation on the retailers’ side, as well as one 
on the publishers’ side, should be prepared to. 
join in the wider co-operation desirable 
throughout the book-trade as a unit. It 
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would be unfortunate, however, if the re¬ 
tailers’ association should insist on laying 
down conditions which it would be imprac¬ 
ticable to meet, or should otherwise jeopard 
the success of a promising plan by lack of 
foresight or of tact. Toward a wide and 
wise co-operation every bookseller who has 
experienced the difficulties of the trade 
through the years past should be ready to 
“lend a hand;” and such an association should 
have the broadest basis in the assured and 
public co-operation of booksellers who have 
their business and the welfare of the trade 
at heart, and in the invited support of the 
public whose interests are in the long run 
to be served. 


The success of “Alice of Old Vincennes,” 
by Maurice Thompson, has brought to the 
front a number of the author’s earlier novels 
published some years since, which are now 
re-published from their original volume or 
serial form, in new shape, and, in one in¬ 
stance, under a new title—“Milly” being the 
story originally published under the title of 
“At Love’s Extreme.” It is doubtless grati¬ 
fying to an author when he achieves so strik¬ 
ing a success as to bring all his earlier work 
again to public attention, but Mr. Thompson 
might not feel complimented if the public 
should get the impression that his literary 
mill had been grinding at such speed as to 
turn out three or more new books within the 
short period since his best-known work has 
been published. Mr. Thompson is understood, 
however, to have another new novel in prep¬ 
aration, which will be issued, as soon as com¬ 
pleted, by the Bowen-Merrill Co., the pub¬ 
lishers of “Alice of Old Vincennes.” 


TRICKS OF THE BOOK AGENT. 

The female book agent, who travels around 
New York City in her own carriage, and 
whose methods of beguiling people of wealth 
into signing contracts for books which cost 
hundreds of dollars is the talk of the town, 
has an unusual number of less pretentious 
imitators just now. Their methods are 
much alike. They show a few sheets of the 
art work or set of books they are selling. 
Delivered in parts the work apparently costs 
very little. If the victim shows any sign of 
yielding she is asked to write her name and 
address on a slip of paper. This slip turns 
up later as a contract binding the signer to 
accept so many parts of the publication each 
month for many months to come. In nine 
cases out of ten the publication is by no means 
up to the standard of the sample, nevertheless 
in most cases the victim pays for the rubbish 
rather than take the trouble to stand to fight 
the fraud in the courts. 


THE AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 

The following circular, dated January 11, 
has been circulated among the trade, and has 
thus far. we are informed, received the 
support of upwards cf 600 booksellers: 

Dear Sir: A large number of booksellers 
have already answered the questions sub¬ 
mitted on the enclosed blank, and applied for 
membership in the American Booksellers’ As¬ 
sociation. 

We recently mailed to you a booklet, con¬ 
taining the valuable paper of Mr. Heinemann, 
in which he explains the workings of the 
German system of “bookselling,” which lifted 
up the business in Germany from the deplor¬ 
able condition into which it had fallen, and 
made it flourishing and prosperous. The re¬ 
ciprocal principle of the German system, with 
such modifications as may be necessary to 
adapt it to conditions existing in this coun¬ 
try, is favored by our organization committee, 
and bv all dealers thus far heard from, since 
it is binding on publishers as well as on book¬ 
sellers. 

Will you be so good as to answer the ques¬ 
tions printed on the enclosed blank “ applica¬ 
tion for membership” and sign it, and send it 
to us by return mail, and thus become a 
Charter Member? 

If you are not willing to contribute to the 
support of an Association of Booksellers, to 
the extent of $2 a year, kindly say so; and 
please answer each of the questions asked in 
the application blank, in order that we may 
know whether you are willing to co-operate 
in the adoption and carrying out of a system 
of business that shall be thoroughly recipro¬ 
cal and mutually devised by booksellers and 
Publishers . acting through duly authorized 
committees, and which shall be submitted to 
you for final ratification or rejection. 

We appreciate that the usual method of 
forming an association is to call a meeting 
of all those interested; but this does not seem 
practicable, for the present at least, owing 
to the great expense, and indeed the impossi¬ 
bility of convening 3000 booksellers in any 
one place at the present time. 

The only practicable method seems to be 
to form the association by correspondence; 
then to have the members vote for an Ad¬ 
visory Board, composed of one or more rep¬ 
resentative dealers from each State; they in 
turn to select an Executive Committee of 
some half dozen dealers, together with suit¬ 
able officers, to attend to the business of the 
Association, under the direction and advice 
of the several committees. 

We enclose a list of fifty firms, members 
of the American Booksellers’ Association, 
who have consented to act on the Advisory 
Board of the Association. This list is 
chosen from every State in the Union, so that 
all sections and interests will be duly repre¬ 
sented. These names are nominated by our 
Temporary Organization Committee, and 
they are now submitted to the members of 
the Association as candidates to be voted for. 
In voting for members of the Advisory 
Board, members of the Association are at lib¬ 
erty to make such substitution as they may 
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see fit. We would be pleased to have you 
sign the application for membership and vote 
for members of the Advisory Board and send 
both papers to us by return mail. By join¬ 
ing the Association now you will become a 
Charter Member and never be required to pay 
more than the present nominal dues of $2 
per annum, while your name and influence will 
greatly assist us to solve the difficult prob¬ 
lem we are undertaking. 

A Please observe that you will not be bound 
by our final agreement with the Publishers’ 
Association, until it shall have been sub¬ 
mitted to you for ratification or rejection. 
The right finally to accept or reject the agree¬ 
ment is reserved to all members of the Asso¬ 
ciation. 

All of the leading publishers have joined 
the American Publishers’ Association, and 
acting through their committee, they are will¬ 
ing to co-operate with a committee represent¬ 
ing practically all booksellers, in the adop¬ 
tion and maintenance of some system of 
business that will correct existing evils. 

But the publishers will not and cannot be 
expected to do this without your co-operation, 
and the co-operation of practically all book¬ 
sellers in the country. 

Please observe that the publishers are wait¬ 
ing to hear from you through a committee of 
the American Booksellers’ Association; and if 
you do not respond by answering the questions 
on the enclosed blank and mailing it to us, you 
will have no right to complain, if nothing is 
done to improve present conditions. 

Kindly fill out and sign the blank applica¬ 
tion and send to us by return mail, with such 
modifications as you may see fit to make.

THE 42-LINE BIBLE OF GUTENBERG.* 
The amount of research and labor ex¬ 
pended upon this very important study must 
have been enormous. It is a very creditable 
piece of work, such as can be expected from 
patient and characteristic German scholar- 
f ship. Dr. Schwenke has left no stone un¬ 
turned. Every detail has been investigated 
by him. In his prefatory remarks he gives 
due credit to those among his predecessors, 
notably Dziatzko, who have written material¬ 
ly about the subject which he elaborates. He 
is also not stinted in his thankfulness to

others who have aided him in his investiga¬ 
tions. His studies, he says, have led him to 
ascribe less works to Gutenberg than have 
generally been awarded to his press. This 
does not contract his sphere, but on the con¬ 
trary enables us to characterize his ability 
with greater precision; that is more than 
the mere sum of antiquarian books could 
teach us. 

Dr. Schwenke has grouped his discussions 
in eight well-defined chapters. In the first 
he tabulates the known copies of the 42-line 
Bible and points out the variations or idio¬ 
syncrasies which exist in different copies. 
This is in itself a revelation, and is carried 
out beyond what has been known hitherto 
on this head. He positively locates thirty- 
eight copies, eleven of which are printed on 
vellum, and twenty-seven of which are on 
paper. Four other copies cannot be identi¬ 
fied with any of the preceding, and still four 
more cannot be located at all at present, 
though there is some chance of their being 
included among the thirty-eight known cop¬ 
ies. Those of doubtful existence are what 
he ascribes to Hanover, Mentz, Nantes and 
the Duke of Devonshire; concerning the last 
he was unable to get a reply to his queries. 
The present geographical location of the 
thirty-eight copies is as follows: New York 
City, seven; London, four; Leipsic and 
Paris, three each; England (location not 
specified), two; Lord Hopetoun’s copy, of 
which the present location is unknown; and 
one each in the following places—Aschaffen- 
burg, Berlin, Frankfort-on-the-Main, Fuld, 
Gottingen, Munich, Pelplin, Carinthia (Karn- 
ten), Treves, Vienna, Rome, St. Omer, Co¬ 
penhagen, St. Petersburg, Edinburgh, Eton, 
Manchester and Oxford. 

Schwenke shows (pp. 12-14) in tabulated 
form various lections as distinguishing feat¬ 
ures of the 40-line and 42-line issues, and 
awards precedence to the first of these. 

The second chapter is a minute analysis of 
Gutenberg’s types,, which is accompanied by 
a very useful double-page table in facsimile 
of the capitals, lower-case letters, logotypes, 
abbreviations, etc., of which his font was 
comprised. Not the least interesting fact is 
a facsimile of the lower part of the forty- 
second leaf (recto) from the Pelplin copy, 
exhibiting a fallen type in the under margin 
which shows the height and width of the 
type-shank. Schwenke does not believe that 
Gutenberg used copper-matrices or steel- 
punches. This is evident from the character 
of the impression which, as far as regards 
sharpness, leaves much to be desired. He 
credits as correct the view held by those 
specialists who have asserted that Gutenberg 
used lead-matrices, and punches made of a 
soft metal or even of wood—either by cast¬ 
ing or by pounding into the semi-fluid lead. 
To these conditions, which made necessary 
the recutting of the punches, etc., he ascribes 
the solution of the appearance of so many 
variations in the forms of the letters. Had 
they been made with steel-punches and cop¬ 
per-matrices, the appearance of so many forms 
would be difficult to divine. 

In the third chapter we have a discussion 
of Gutenberg’s composition, with especial ref¬ 
erence to certain well-defined rules which he 
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adhered to in setting up the various types in 
juxtaposition. Schwenke points out certain 
vagaries which he suspects were introduced 
under the supervision of one of Gutenberg’s 
associates, while he was busying himself with 
other work. He also points out that abbre¬ 
viated words are introduced oftener towards 
the end of the work than in the earlier sheets; 
and gives examples of the punctuation marks 
at the end of lines, with particular regard to 
their appearance within or beyond the end of 
lines. 

The fourth chapter recounts the probable 
methods of Gutenberg’s impression, and 
shows that the rubricated matter was im¬ 
pressed later than the rest of the work. In 
some cases, yet visible, the descending letters 
of the former overlap the ascending letters 
of the latter. They occur, however, very sel¬ 
dom, and it must have cost Gutenberg con¬ 
siderable trouble to make the two impressions 
take their proper and relative places. Be¬ 
cause of this expense of time, Schwenke be¬ 
lieves, Gutenberg decided to leave the inser¬ 
tion of the rubricated lines to a rubricator, 
to be inserted by hand, as is found in some 
Copies. 

In the fifth chapter the paper, division of 
labor and time consumed on the work are 
given consideration. Dr. Schwenke is able 
to add very little from an examination of the 
Pelplin copy to Dziatzko’s elaborate treat¬ 
ment of the paper and watermarks, which he 
had based upon the paper copies at Frank¬ 
fort and Leipsic. On p. 51 Schwenke gives 
a list of the watermarks as follows: rn (bull’s 
head with pole and star), n :(elongated 
grapes on a twisted stem), 0 (grapes in com¬ 
pact form on a short stem), and p (a run¬ 
ning bull). He finds the following average 
representation of watermarks in copies of the 
first issue of the Bible: m, 234 sheets; n, 
52 sheets; o , 16 sheets; and p, 19 sheets. 
Again, Gutenberg’s ideas of order and sym¬ 
metry are evidenced by the general consist¬ 
ency of his grouping of the paper with par¬ 
ticular watermarks. Only towards the end 
of his work was he obliged to use up odds 
and ends with some irregularity. 

Extraordinary evidences of regularity in 
the progress of printing in different sections 
of the work, proving a protuberance of or¬ 
ganization, have led Schwenke to suggest as 
a probability that six presses and composi¬ 
tors were employed in producing it. He 
hints that the whole edition may have con¬ 
sisted of two hundred copies, and that about 
two years were consumed in completing the 
printing, namely, from about the second half 
of 1453 to the middle of 1455. He strongly 
opposes the view held by some, that the Bible 
was begun in 1450. Gutenberg and Fust, he 
believes, spent the interim before the end of 
1453 in experimenting and procuring the 
recessary presses, paper, parchment and other 
materials. 

The sixth chapter speaks of the manuscript 
signatures and of the rubricated matter. 
Some copies yet show these manuscript sig¬ 
nature markings, though generally they have 
been cut away by a binder, as was no doubt 
intended. The work of the rubricator is 
treated very minutely from copies which 
Schwenke had before him. The large initial 


or capital letters are plain throughout, and 
alternate between red and blue. The printed 
capitals are touched up with red strokes. 

A discussion concerning the sale of the 
edition and the binding of the volumes con¬ 
stitutes the seventh chapter. It is not known 
whether the sale was conducted from one 
station, or whether there was a division of 
the product by Gutenberg and Fust—possibly 
the latter was the case. Only six known cop¬ 
ies yet remain in their original bindings, one 
bound by Heinrich Coster of Liibeck, and at 
least two by Johannes Fogel of Erfurt.' 

The eighth and final chapter is an account 
of the further use of the type of the 42-line 
Bible in other books. It is likely that Guten¬ 
berg had used this type prior to 1453 on some 
smaller works, but thus far nothing has been 
found to prove this supposition. Schwenke 
assigns the Donatuses to a period after the 
42-line Bible. He does not see any credible 
reasons for believing that this font was used 
by Schoeffer during the lifetime of either 
Gutenberg or Fust. He also has grave doubts 
that Gutenberg printed the Catholicon of 1460, 
and he gives his reasons for that view. 

The remainder of Schwenke’s monograph 
(pp. 74-90) is an investigation of the 36-line 
Bible. It could not have been printed by 
Gutenberg, he thinks, but was very likely the 
work of an associate who, having left his mas¬ 
ter through dissatisfaction or from worse 
motives, began to print on his own account, 
and was finally through failure obliged to sell 
his types to Albrecht Pfister in 1460, and per¬ 
haps also the whole of the edition of that 
Bible. It was printed later than the 42-line 
Bible of Gutenberg.

PAPYRI FROM OXYRHYNCUS. 

The gift of 118 papyri to American uni¬ 
versities by the Egypt Exploration Fund of 
London has recently been announced. These 
papyri, for immediate distribution, has just 
reached the Rev. Dr. W. C. Winslow of 
Boston, the American vice-president of the 
society, who has examined a portion of them. 
Among the sixteen Dapyri for Yale are por¬ 
tions of a lost comedy of the second century 
and of Plato’s Republic of the century before 
and after Christ. Harvard’s share includes 
a fragment of Paul’s Epistle to the Romans 
of Aloman, the chief lyric poet of Sparta, 651 
e.c., and seventeen other papyri. Columbia 
receives Xenophon’s Hellenica, first century, 
a letter to the King of Macedon, and fourteen 
other pieces. 

Johns Hopkins gets extracts from Thucy¬ 
dides of the second century, two of Demos¬ 
thenes on the Crown, and thirteen other 
fragments. A piece of Herodotus of the sec¬ 
ond century, a complete contract for a loan 
in the reign of Nero, and eleven other pieces 
are assigned to Princeton. Of the total 118 
papyri, 29 are presented to the University of 
Pennsylvania, five to Hamilton College, and 
four to Vassar. 

The larger part of the papyri are from 
Oxyrhyncus and the rest from various sites. 
The former is where the “New Sayings of 
Jesus” were found by the society. 
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RISE IN BOOK PRICES. 

There was probably never in this country 
so striking an evidence of the enhancement 
of book values as the sale of the Arnold 
collection of first editions of American au¬ 
thors, held at Bangs’s on January 30 and 31, 
when many volumes showed that in six years 
they had increased in value three-fold, in some 
cases even six-fold.- In nearly every case the 
books wherever they are comparable with 
those in the Foote sale in November, 1894, 
brought very much larger prices than ever 
before. Some notable instances were the ex¬ 
ceedingly rare “Fanshawe” of Nathaniel Haw¬ 
thorne, which fetched $410, though six years 
ago it was bought for $155. It should be re¬ 
membered, however, that the Arnold copy 
was a remarkably fine one, in the original 
boards, with cloth back and paper label, and 
uncut. “The Professor at the Breafast-Table” 
grew in value from $9.50 in 1894 to $33 in 
this first month of the new century. Long¬ 
fellow’s “Outre-Mer,” which went six years 
ago for a mere song, that is, $35, when put 
up at Bangs’s excited such a shower of bids 
that it took $310 to secure the treasure. 

Some other striking advances in price, 
using respectively the figures for the Foote 
sale, six years ago, and the sale of this week, 
are given below: 

Hawthorne: “The Gentle Boy,” Boston, 
1839, in original paper covers and very rare, 
$34 and $57; “Grandfather’s Chair,” Boston, 
1841, very scarce, $25 and $60; “The Celestial 
Railroad,” Boston, 1843, a remarkably well 
preserved copy, in first covers, $58 and $124. 

Longfellow: “Le Ministre de Wakefield,” 
Boston, 1831, $19 and $52; “Poems on Slav¬ 
ery,” one of the very rarest of his books, $42 
and $69; “Ballads and other Poems,” $16 and 
$54; “Evangeline,” Boston, 1847, $62 and $91. 

Lowell: “Class Poem,” a fine rare copy, 
$11.75 and $52.50; “The Vision of Sir Laun- 
fal,” with book plate of E. H. Bierstadt, $16 
and $35; “A Year’s Life,” $33 and $47. 

Emerson: “Poems,’ Boston, 1847, in its 
original boards and uncut, $17.50 and $30. 
The original manuscript of his “Threnody,” 
written on fourteen quarto pages, was sold 
for $300. 

Holmes: “Poems,” London, 1846, a presen¬ 
tation copy with autograph inscription and 
note on the title-page, $20 and $47; “Poems,” 
Boston, 1849, with a long autographic letter, 
$20 and $31. 

Whittier: “Snow-Bound,” Boston, 1866, 
No. 5 of an edition of 50 copies on large pa¬ 
per, $2.25 and $28; “The Stranger in Lowell,” 
Boston, 1845, covers uncut and rare, $14 and 
$47; “Poems,” Boston, 1837, unusually scarce, 
$17 and $42.50; “Moll Pitcher,” Boston, 1832, 
crushed levant morocco, edges uncut and 
from the library of Thomas J. McKee, $77.50 
and $200. 

Thoreau: “Walden,” Boston, 1854, orig¬ 
inal cloth, $5 and $30; “A Week on the Con¬ 
cord,” Boston, 1849, $5 and $30. 

Of course, it must not be forgotten that all 
of these books, with but a few exceptions, 
were in fine condition—in several cases even 
the finest examples of the edition that remain 
—a fact that added much to the commercial 
value of the books. 


BOOK-TRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 

THE BOSTON STATIONERS' ASSOCIATION. 

The Boston Stationers’ Association held 
its annual meeting at Young’s Hotel on the 
30th ult., Samuel Hobbs presiding. 

The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: President, Samuel Hobbs; 
first vice-president, Samuel Ward; second 
vice-president, George E. Damon; secretary,. 
H. E. Davidson; treasurer, H. S. Foster; ex¬ 
ecutive committee, Edwin W. Gay, Carleton 
Keyes, C. B. Gordon, Walter F. Cushing and 
W. B. Clarke; membership committee, CoL 
J. P. Jordan, Harper W. Poulson and A. L. 
Delesdernier; arbitration committee, George 
E. Adams, H. C. Gardner and Charles K. 
Wadham; transportation committee, C. B. 
Gordon, W. B. Clarke and F. G. Heyer. 

Mr. Ward, the new vice-president, in a 
talk to the association said: “During the 
past year I have travelled a little over the 
country, visiting the trade in many of the 
leading cities, and I have found the station¬ 
ers generally to be a bright class of business¬ 
men, and yet some of them seemed to be a 
little behind the times in this one particular^ 
and that is, knowing just what it costs to do- 
business. They keep going, and if the busi¬ 
ness proves profitable from year to year are- 
satisfied. I have asked a number of station¬ 
ers. ‘What percentage of your business did it 
cost to do the business?’ and in many cases 
that line of figuring had not been considered. 
I came across one concern, however, in a 
distant city, doing a retail business of $250,- 
000 a year, claiming to have made a gross- 
profit of 42 per cent.” 

Mr. Ward presented several questions for 
consideration, all bearing upon the subject, 
such as the percentage of depreciation of 
stock, the percentage of doing business, the 
percentage of profit, etc., which started a 
general discussion. 

Edwin W. Gay, in replying, said: “During 
my experience of over fifty years in the busi¬ 
ness I have found that expenses have in¬ 
creased while profits have decreased, so that 
the percentage of doing business is larger. 
The average cost of doing business will cer¬ 
tainly reach 20 per cent.” 

W. B. Clarke, who took part in the discus¬ 
sion, said: “I speak from an experience of 
thirty-six years as a stationer and bookseller, 
and I feel that the trade should protect itself 
from the price cutting of each other.” Mr. 
Clarke, by way of illustrating his point, told 
of a certain book placed on the market a 
year ago, which was to be retailed at a cer¬ 
tain price. The Boston dealers agreed to> 
maintain that price, which they did, and 
made a good profit on every book sold. 

ANNUAL DINNER OF THE BOOKSELLERS' 
LEAGUE. 

The annual dinner of The Booksellers’" 
League, given at the rooms of the Aldine As¬ 
sociation, on the evening of the 6th inst., was 
a success in every respect. There were near¬ 
ly 150 members and their guests present, fill¬ 
ing to its utmost the capacity of the room set 
apart for the League. After the cloth was 
removed—figuratively speaking—the presi¬ 
dent of the League, Charles E. Butler, made a 
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short address congratulating the association 
on its progress and prosperity. He then in¬ 
troduced the Rev. Dr. W. A. P. Martin, who 
for nearly fifty years has lived in China, be¬ 
ing for years at the head of the Imperial 
University at Peking. Dr. Martin partici¬ 
pated in the defense of the British legation 
in Peking, and his vivid and at times pa¬ 
thetic pictures of the siege aroused interest 
and sympathy. Samuel Bancroft, Jr., deliv¬ 
ered an interesting address on the art and 
aims of the Pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood. The 
Hon. John R. Reid, who was to give a talk 
on book collectors and booksellers in New 
York for fifty years, was unfortunately ab¬ 
sent on account of illness, but his place was 
acceptably filled by Francis W. Halsey, edi¬ 
tor of the New York Times “Saturday Re¬ 
view.” John Fox, Jr., concluded the literary 
part of the feast, and gave an altogether too 
short talk on Tennessee mountain life, re¬ 
plete with anecdotes, most of them told in the 
■dialect peculiar to the natives. Messrs. Bar¬ 
clay Dunham, tenor, and Hugh E. Williams, 
baritone, accompanied by Frederic M. David¬ 
son, contributed much to the entertainment of 
the company by the songs and music. The 
menu was a contribution by Ernest Erwards, 
•of the Photogravure and Color Company, who 
designed the cover, showing an old monk at 
his desk in his library. The design was 
gracefully and artistically carried out. The 
Trow Printing Company kindly furnished the 
letterpress. 

THE STATIONERS' BOARD OF TRADE 
DINNER. 

The annual dinner of the Stationers’ Board 
of Trade was given in the Myrtle Room of 
the Waldorf-Astoria on Wednesday evening, 
February 6, upwards of one hundred being 
present. The President of the Board, Henry 
C. Bainbridge, in his address of welcome, in¬ 
formed the Board that one outcome of the 
.annual dinner held last year was that one of 
the members of the Board had become so 
impressed with the account by Rev. Dr. Par¬ 
ker Morgan, of the educational and charit¬ 
able work performed by the guilds of Eng¬ 
land, that he determined that some of this 
work should be inaugurated by at least one 
trade guild in this country. He laid a prop¬ 
osition before the Brooklyn Manufacturers’ 
Association, that the association raise a fund 
to educate each year some worthy boy unable 
to provide a higher education for himself. 
The Rev. Dr. S. D. McConnell, of the Trin¬ 
ity Protestant Episcopal Church, Brooklyn, 
one of the guests of the Board, in an address 
later in the evening explained, as a member 
of the committee appointed by the Brooklyn 
Manufacturers’ Association to select the can¬ 
didate for its charity, that a permanent fund 
•of $600 a year had been provided for giving 
a thorough technical education to such de¬ 
serving lad in the public schools of Brooklyn 
as might pass the required examination. The 
■examination papers had but recently been 
■completed and will shortly be distributed. It 
is expected that in a few months a candidate 
would begin his course under the auspices of 
this fund. 

Among the speakers were the Hon. John 
A. Taylor, the Hon. Bernard J. York, Pres¬ 


ident of the Police Board; James Rogers, 
James Barnes, who gave a very interesting 
description of his experiences in the English 
Army in South Africa; and Mr. Samuel 
Ward, vice-president of the Boston Station¬ 
ers’ Association. 

The menu was in the shape of a neat per¬ 
manent calendar, which, with the box in 
which the roman punch was served—a bunch 
of envelopes—formed pretty souvenirs of the 
dinner. The surprise of the evening, how¬ 
ever, was the gift by the L. E. Waterman 
Company of one of their Ideal Fountain 
Pens, handsomely mounted. A vote of 
thanks was very cordially tendered to Mr. L. 
E. Waterman, who, in response to a call for 
a speech, and supplementary to remarks on 
Mr. Waterman’s successful crusade against 
underselling made by one of the guests pres¬ 
ent, said that he owed his success, he thought, 
by following the example of the sun—that 
he might be depended upon to live up to his 
business principles every minute of every 
hour in every day of every year for all time, 
making a good article, to be sold at a fair 
price, insuring a living profit to the dealer, 
and by protecting the dealer against under¬ 
selling. That if every manufacturer and 
dealer adhered to the same policy seven- 
eighths of all the difficulties that now beset 
them would be removed. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Professor Edward E. Salisbury, an au¬ 
thority on Sanscrit and comparative philol¬ 
ogy, died at New Haven, Conn., on the 5th 
inst. He was born in Boston, April 6, 1814, 
and from 1841 to 1854 held the chair of Arabic 
and Sanscrit at Yale. 

F. W. H. Myers, author of several volumes 
of poems—“Saint Paul,” “The Renewal of 
Youth,” etc.—and prose, died in Rome, Jan¬ 
uary 17. He was born at Keswick, February 
6, 1843. Besides frequent contributions to 
the publications of the Society for Psychical 
Research, Mr. Myers brought out in conjunc¬ 
tion with Messrs. Gurney and Podmore 
“Phantasms of the Living.” He also pub¬ 
lished “Essays, Classical and Modern,” and a 
study of Wordsworth, in the Men of Letters 
Series.

AS TO N. R. CAMPBELL & CO. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: There is one man, who hides 
his identity under the name of “N. R. Camp¬ 
bell & Co.,” that is a thorn in the flesh to 
many of The Publishers’ Weekly subscrib¬ 
ers who advertise for books in the “Want” 
column. He never fails to report some one 
of the books that I need, but in such an ab¬ 
breviated form that it is impossible to order 
from his description. If you want the book 
very badly, you have to write for informa¬ 
tion. You may or may not receive an an¬ 
swer. When you have ceased to think about 
it there will come a postal card with some¬ 
thing like this: “We have some 10 Nos. of 
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Dial, some with covers and some without. 
$2.00 each,” “Brown—Amer. Angler $3, An¬ 
gler’s Guide 2v $2.” An actual reply to an 
order, specifying what I wanted, requesting 
the books to be sent, and that I would remit 
on receipt, and would furnish references if 
required. Appended to the above quoted re¬ 
ply was the following: “Our terms are cash. 
We have no trade accounts and do not send 
books to any dealer unless paid for. We do 
not doubt your credit—but do not care any¬ 
thing for references.” This was stamped with 
the legend “N. R. Campbell & Co., Nov. 15, 
1900,” although the post-office stamp was 
““Jan. 19, 1901.” Some years ago (1896) I 
sent to N. R. C. & Co. on their order a 50c. 
book from my catalogue. In reply to several 
reminders, some of which were couched in 
strenuous language, I received from them a 
duplicate of the book I sent them, with the 
explanation that their customer had returned 
the book. But I discovered strange marks 
in the book that were Greek to me, and I 
knew that I was buncoed. They, or he, had 
found another copy of the book at a few cents 
less, and sent it on. If I remember correct¬ 
ly, a complaint was printed in The Pub- 
ushers' Weekly some time ago about this 
same man from a Western subscriber, and 
"lie gave four different names under which 
this unknown did business. It is annoying 
to have such a man to deal with, and I hope 
The Publishers' Weekly can invent some 
means of quashing this nuisance.

Brentano’s have just gone to press with 
the fifth edition of the English translation of 
Carolus’s “The Romance of L’Aiglon,” and 
the third edition of Rostand’s “L’Aiglon,” in 
French, for which they hold exclusive copy¬ 
right in America. 

Davis & Co., Chicago, have published a royal 
autograph dc luxe edition of “Monsieur Ham- 
pelmann,” by “Carmen Sylva,” the Queen of 
Roumania. The text is in four languages, 
one of them being English, and the illustra¬ 
tions are colored. The book was printed in 
Bucharest in an edition of 165 copies, each 
bearing the autograph of the author. 

Drexel Biddle, Philadelphia, has in press 
seventeen volumes by standard authors which 
he proposes to issue in a sixty-cent library. 
The works are all copyrighted, and will be 
illustrated and cloth-bound. The library will 
comprise recent novels by such well-known 
authors as Mrs. Molesworth, Ouida, W. 
Clark Russell, E. F. Benson, W. E. Norris, 
and Clinton Ross. 

Harper & Bros, will publish in the spring 
in book form, the series of articles by Mme. 
Mathilde Marchesi, now appearing in Har¬ 
per's Basar , under the title of “Ten Lessons, 
in Singing.” It is not supposed to be a 
text-book, but embodies without too many 
technical details practical advice to singers 
from one of the most distinguished mis¬ 
tresses of the art. 


Thomas Whittaker, New York, will here¬ 
after publish the Popular Biblical Library , 
formerly issued by E. R. Herrick & Co. The 
following volumes of the series are nearly 
ready: Farrar’s “The Herods,” Horton’s- 

“Women of the Old Testament,” and Pul- 
lan’s “History of Early Christianity.” These 
will be followed immediately by Adeney’s 
“Women of the New Testament” and Sayce’s 
“Early Israel and Surrounding Nations.” 

Fleming H. Revell Company will publish 
shortly a work entitled “The Face of Christ,”* 
by Carnegie Simpson, an inquiry into the 
meaning of the statement of the claims of 
Christianity to put in the hands of men and 
women who may be skeptical or honestly in¬ 
quiring. They have nearly ready “A Narrative 
of the Events of a Journey Across China, into 
Thibet, with the Thibetans in Tent and Tem¬ 
ple,” by Dr. Susie C. Rijnhart. The work will 
be fully illustrated with photographic repro¬ 
ductions and with original drawings. 

The W. A. Wilde Company, Boston, have 
in preparation “The Young Consul,” a story 
of the State Department, by William Drys- 
dale, which will form the second volume of 
the U. S. Government Series; “With Porter 
in the Essex," by James Otis, a vivid picture 
of the famous voyage made by the daring: 
commander while cruising in Southern 
waters during the War of 1812, which will 
form the third volume in The Great Admiral 
Series; also, a volume of short stories by 
Mollie Elliot Seawell, the title of which will 
be announced later. 

The Lothrop Publishing Company have 
in press for early issue a romance of the 
Revolution, by George Cary Eggleston, en¬ 
titled “A Carolina Cavalier.” The action 
passes in the Carolinas, and the book is al¬ 
most the first to touch that section since the 
famous historical novels of William Gilmore* 
Simms. They have also in press, for early 
publication, a romance of to-day which is said 
to have great promise. It bears the attrac¬ 
tive title of “The Potter and the Clay,” and 
is by Maud Howard Peterson, in whom the 
publishers believe to have discovered a new 
star in the American literary firmament. 

Hurst & Co. call the attention of the trade 
to their lines of paper-covered literature for 
the season of 1901. The Hawthorne Library 
now comprises 351 titles carefully selected 
from the best literature. The volumes are 
thread-sewed, and have illustrated covert- 
printed in two colors. Their Universal Li¬ 
brary also has been enlarged by many new 
titles. They have just issued a reprint of 
“An Englishwoman’s Love Letters,” which 
they put up in the Hawthorne Library, the 
Cambridge Classics, the Laurelhurst and Neur 
Argyle series and in Hurst's Gilt-top Library 
edition. Mr. Richard Hurst has recently be¬ 
come a member of the firm. 

Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, in his in¬ 
troduction to a new edition of Beecher’s 
“Comforting Thoughts,” writes: “Of all the 
books that hold ‘comfort for the comfortless,’* 
this little volume of selections seems at once 
the most beautiful and the most helpful.”' 
The new edition, to be shortly issued by 
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Fords, Howard & Hulbert, New York, will 
contain besides its original matter, with the 
illustrative vignettes, new material added 
from unpublished sources, by Miss I. H. 
Ovington, the compiler, a portrait of- Mr. 
Beecher (1870,) and a “foreword” by Dr. 
Hillis, giving his explanation of “the heal¬ 
ing and medicine in these pages.” 

Lemcke & Buechner are taking subscrip¬ 
tions for the “Mega Lexikontes Hellenikes 
Glosses,” to be completed in four large quarto 
volumes. The most eminent philologists of 
Greece have been at work for years in com¬ 
piling this, the largest Greek dictionary so 
far made. Based on Liddell & Scott’s dic¬ 
tionary, many thousand new words from the 
lexicographic works of the world, and from 
inscriptions, not incorporated in the English 
dictionary, have been added. Thus a real 
“thesaurus” has been compiled, indispensable 
to the classical scholar. The first volume is 
to be ready in April next, the remaining three 
volumes in six-monthly intervals. 

Gustavus Myers has prepared a book of 
much timeliness and great personal and po¬ 
litical interest on “The History of Tammany 
Hall, from the Foundation of the Tammany 
Society, 1789, to January, 1901.” This is the 
result of investigations extending over a pe¬ 
riod of five years, and is the first exhaustive 
record and analysis of one of the most po¬ 
tent political organisms in American munici¬ 
pal history. The changes and developments 
that have made Tammany Hall what it now 
is are clearly traced, and there are full 
incidental sketches of the various leaders 
-who have directed its activities. The book is 
.supplied to the trade by the Baker & Taylor 
Company, 33 E. 17th Street. 

The Macmillan Company have in press 
-a volume on “The Stage in America, 1897- 
1900,” by Norman Hapgood, who will treat 
those aspects of the acted drama which have 
been most important in America during the 
last few years. Plays which are of ephemeral 
interest, however great their temporary 
vogue, are, in the main, omitted. They also 
announce for publication during the spring 
“The Garden of a Commuter’s Wife,” a record 
by the gardener of her country life indoors 
and out; also “Calumet K,” the romance of 
a grain elevator that was built “against time,” 
~by Henry Kitchell Webster and Samuel Mer- 
win, who write together under the pseudonym 
of “Merwin Webster.” They will publish in 
March Winston Churchill’s new novel, “The 
Crisis,” which will be illustrated by Howard 
Chandler Christy. 

The A. Wessels Company will publish 
shortly “The Rise of the Book Plate,” by W. 
G. Bowdoin, which will contain 250 repro¬ 
ductions of representative and rare book 
plates, particularly examples of American 
book plate designers, including two Japan pa¬ 
per insets of Mr. E. D. French, never before 
reproduced, these being printed direct from the 
original plates specially for this work. Henry 
Blackwell has written an introduction and 
many book plates from his well-known col¬ 
lection will appear in reproduction in the 
’book which will appeal directly to collectors 


of these “dead leaves.” Besides a complete 
bibliography of book plate literature, the vol¬ 
ume will contain a selected list of American 
periodical contributions to book plate litera¬ 
ture and a list of well-known American book 
plate engravers and designers. 

Cassell & Company, Ltd., announce 
“Campaign Pictures of the War in South 
Africa, 1899-1900,” by A. G. Hales, special 
correspondent of the London Daily News; 
“The Shop—the Story of the Royal Military 
Academy at Woolwich,” by Captain Guggis- 
berg, with illustrations; “Chinese Pictures— 
Notes on Photographs Made in China,” by 
Mrs. J. F. Bishop; “The Scales of Heaven,” 
a volume of poems, by Frederick Langbridge; 
“The Passing of the Dragon,” a tale for 
grown-up children, of “a tilt between God 
and the devil fought on a miniature stage with 
some two or three human hearts for battle 
ground;” “Practical Metal Plate Work” and 
“Practical Gas-Fitting,” two new volumes of 
a series of practical volumes on the arts and 
crafts, prepared under the editorship of Paul 
N. Hasluck; also, an “Encyclopedia of the 
Game of Whist,” by Sir William Cusack 
Smith. 

McClure, Phillips & Co. have just ready 
a facsimile of a scrap book made by Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln. It is entitled “Abraham Lin¬ 
coln : His Book.” The little volume was com¬ 
piled by Lincoln in order to aid in the polit¬ 
ical campaign of his close friend, Capt. Brown, 
and after the latter’s death the book passed 
to his sons, with whom the publishers ar¬ 
ranged the present publication. In reproduc¬ 
ing the scrap book an effort has been made 
to give it the exact appearance of the original, 
and the result is a humble enough little vol¬ 
ume when the value ot its contents is taken 
into consideration. Miss Tarbell has revised 
and amended her “Life of Napoleon,” and 
added a sketch of Josephine. The book in 
its new form will shortly be published by Mc¬ 
Clure, Phillips & Co. “Love” is the title of 
a collection of love stories which have ap¬ 
peared in McClure's Magazine in the last year 
or two, and are now being published as a 
book by McClure, Phillips & Co. It is the 
first volume of what is called the Valentine 
edition, which will include four other books, 
in uniform style, to be published this* spring. 

Herbert S. Stone & Co., Chicago, announce 
an important historical work by the late Ed¬ 
ward G. Mason of Chicago, entitled “Chap¬ 
ters from Illinois History.” The author was 
a recognized authority on everything per¬ 
taining to the history of the State, and the 
present work comprises his most important 
contributions to its literature. His long ser 
vice as president of the Chicago Historical 
Society, and his active connection with many 
other historical institutions of the country, 
gave him access to the best possible sources 
of information.

in the eighteenth century, Illinois in the Rev¬ 
olution, the march of the Spaniards across 
Illinois, the Chicago Massacre, etc. Besides 
the ordinary edition there will be printed 
100 copies on plate paper which will have 
extra illustrations on imperial Japanese vel¬ 
lum. 

Longmans, Green & Co. will publish on 
the 15th inst. a volume entitled “The Law 
and Policy of Annexation, with special refer¬ 
ence to the Philippines, together with ob¬ 
servations on the status of Cuba,” by Carman 
F. Randolph, of the New York Bar, author 
of a work on “The Law of Eminent Domain.” 
The author advocates withdrawal of our sov¬ 
ereignty from the Philippines, and suggests a 
method for its accomplishment. In the larger 
and permanent purpose of the book, the event 
of the annexation is “but the text for a gen¬ 
eral discussion of annexation, with regard 
to the policies proper for the guidance of the 
United States in the matter of enlarging their 
territory and to the obligations that go with 
their sovereignty.” They will publish short¬ 
ly a reprint of Richard R. Holmes’s life of 
“Queen Victoria,” with a supplementary 
chapter, bringing the narrative to the Queen’s 
visit to Ireland, 1900; “The Philosophy of the 
Short Story” and “Notes on Speech-Mak¬ 
ing,” both by Professor Brander Matthews; 
also, “The Eucharistic Sacrifice,” an histori¬ 
cal investigation of the conception of the 
eucharistic sacrifice in the Bible, the liturgies 
of the “Fathers,” Anglican divines and others, 
by the Rev. Dr. Alfred G. Mortimer. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons, by arrangement 
with Chapman & Hall, of London, are bring¬ 
ing out in this country the Authentic edition 
of the Works of Charles Dickens in twenty- 
one crown octavo volumes with the original 
illustrations and a colored frontispiece to each 
volume. Chapman & Hall, it will be remem¬ 
bered, were Dickens’s original publishers, and 
possess the original key which interpreted the 
author's fancies to the public eye—the entire 
series of original steel plates and woodcuts, 
which are veritably the author’s accepted in¬ 
terpretation of his characters. They include the 
drawings by Hablot K. Browne, Cruikshank, 
Seymour, Walker, Landseer, Maclise, Leech, 
Marcus Stone, Cattermole, Luke Fildes, and 
the more recent ones by Charles Green, 
Maurice Greiffenhagen, Harry Furness, and 
others, as used for the first time in the well- 
known Gcidshill edition. The text is that 
which was carefully corrected by Dickens in 
1867 and 1868, and is printed in a long primer 
specially cast for this issue, leaded out as 
much as is consistent with the quantity of 
matter included in each volume. The paper 
is a light antique wove, and the binding is in 
the best English cloth—light olive green T 
grain, with a richly decorative design in the 
Florentine style. Eight volumes are ready, 
including “The Pickwick Papers,” “A Tale 
of Two Cities,” “Oliver Twist,” “Christmas 
Books,” “Nicholas Nickleby,” “Martin Chuz- 
zlewit,” and “The Old Curiosity Shop.” 
The other volumes will follow in short inter¬ 
vals—two volumes a month.
